JFK Assassination Class Dropped

After receiving more than 200 
angry calls from the public, the 
South Orange County Community 
College District yesterday can- 
celed a seminar that claims a con- 
spiracy was behind the assassina- 
tion of President Kennedy. 

The district’s Board of Trustees 
had approved $5,000 to bring in 
four speakers — including one 
panelist who accuses the Israeli in- 
telligence agency, Mossad, of mas- 
terminding Kennedy’s murder in 
1963. The class was strongly criti- 
cized by some faculty members 
and the Anti-Defamation League. 


Amid the furor, Steven J. Fro- 
gue, the seminar’s instructor and 
the chairman of district’s board, 
decided yesterday to move the fo- 
rum off the Saddleback College 
campus, where it had been sched- 
uled. The seminar was a non-aca- 
demic credit offering through the 
community education depart- 
ment. 

Meanwhile, one of the planned 
speakers, Chicago author Sherman 
Skolnick, faxed a letter to Saddle- 
back College President Ned Doffo- 
ney on Thursday denying he had 
agreed to participate in a seminar 
"attempting to blame the murder 
of President Kennedy on Jews” 
and accusing Frogue of “slander- 
ing and blackening my name.”
